Senator’s Plea for Instructed:Delegates 
‘—Little Sentiment for McAdoo. 


Senetor Reed; an unadmitied 
om from the Democratic party 
in Missouri ‘since his fight on the 
policies of the Wilson administra- 
tion, was repudiated. by the Democ- 
racy of the State yesterday for the 
fourth time. 

His plea for delegates instructed 
to vore in the Democratic State 
convention for a delegation tu the 
national convention pledged to him 
was rcjected in the Democratic 


conventions in 99 of the 114 coun- 
ties of the State. On receiving only

Four years ago the Democra‘ic 
State convention, in.-refusing t¢ 
permit him a seat on the Missouri 
delegation to the national conven- 
tion, charged him with party dis- 
loyalty, a sentence which was con- 
firmed by the national convention 
in a refusal] to override the decision 
of the Missouri convention. 

Refusing to accept this verdizt 
as final, Reed sought the renomi- 
nation as Setator in 1922. He won, 
but an analysis of the returns. 
sho-ved his nomination was brought 
about through Republican votes in 
the Democratic primary, virtually 
all the strong Democratic commuu- 
nities voting against him and [e- 
publican communities for him. 

Again, in the 1922 general elec- 
won through Repuod ican 
votes. 

Voice of the Party Heard. 

Two months ago he summoned 
more than 100 of his supporters to 
St. Louis and announced his candi- 
dacy for an instructed delegation 
from Missouri for the presidential] 
nomination. The verdict on that 
candidacy was registered yesterday 
when in county conventions dele- 
gates were elected to the State Con- 
vention in Springfield, April 15. 

Republicans were barred from 
these conventions and, as in 1920, 
it was the voice of the party which 
spoke. On a basis of reports from 
108 of the 114 counties and the 
Gity of St. Louis, representing a 
total of 1126 of the 1152 delegates 
who will sit in the convention, Reed 
had been able to obtain instructions 
for only 380 delegates in St. Louis 
and in 15 counties. The remain- 
der either were instructed for Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, were specifically 
instructed against Reed or were un- 
instructed. 

2 to 1 Against Reed. 

While among the _ uninstructed 
delegates there undoubtedly are a 
few who will vote for Reed, the 
vast majority are anti-Reed. None 
of those instructed against Reed or 
for McAdoo will vote for him. 

The situation, as disclosed by 
these virtually complete returns, is: 

Instructed for Reed, 380. 

Instructed for McAdoo, 94. 

Instructed against Reed, 441. 

Uninstructed, 211. 

The anti-Reed strength of the 
convention thus will stand approx- 
imately 746 against Reed to 3880 
for him, or about two. to one 
against him. 

Only 2 Districts for Reed. 

On the showing in the returns. 
Reed will have the district dele- 
gates to the national convention 
from the St. Louis and Kansas 
City congressional districts, eight 
delegates in all. The remaining 24 
delegates will be elected by unin- 
structed delegates to the State con- 
vention. 

it will be possible for the state 
convention to instruct the Reed 
delegates from these four Congress; 
sional districts for some other can- 
didate, and also to instruct the del- 
‘erates from the remaining 12 dis- 
tricts. 

In addition to these 32 delegates, 
the State convention will elect 
four delegates-at-large. 

Thirteen Contesting Delegations. 

There are contesting delegations 
in seven counties and in six wards 
in St. Louis, some of the county 
contests being by the antigReed 
Democrats and some by the: Reed 
following. All of the St. Louis con- 
tests are by the anti-Reea forces. 

In view of the fact that a rnajor- 
ity of the members of ths Demo- 
eratic State Committee are opposed 
to Reed and the fact that the com- 
mittee will make up the temporary 
roll of the convention, it is to be 
expected, as a part of practical pol- 
ities, that the contesting Reed dele- 
gations will find little favor, whlie 
the contesting anti-Reed delega- 
tions will be seated in all cases in 
which there is any reasonable 
doubt as to the facts.

Five Split Conventions Are 
Held in Which Contest- 
ing Slates Opposed to 
Reed Are Named. 


SENATOR SURE OF 
ONLY 126 VOTES 


Police Check Demonstration 
in 26th Ward, Where 
Charles M. Hay Clashes 
With Reed Leaders. 


Reed and anti-Reed Democrats, 
in the Democratic ward conven- 
tions of several St. Louis wards last 
night, fought just as hotly as if the 
State result were to be determined 
by their action. The Reed work- 
ers did not seem to be dismayed 
by the apparent certainty that the 
Springfield convention, April 135, 
will be heavily against Reed. 

In five wards, the Twenty-third 
and the Twenty-fifth to Twenty- 
eighth, inclusive, split conventions 
were held, and‘ rival delegations 
were named. The Seventeenth 
Ward, where the committeeman, 
Lawler Daley, is against Reed, 
elected an uncontested _anti-Reed 
delegation, it was announced at the 
anti-Reed headquarters. -The anti- 
Reed forces also count the  Fif- 
teenth Ward delegation as against 
Reed, and as uncontested. A con- 
testing anti-Reed delegation 
named in the Nineteenth. 

These eight wards have 76 dele- 
gates, out of the city’s total of 202. 
and if a friendly convention should 
seat the entire 76, there will still 
be 126 Reed delegates from this 
city. No anti-Rees fight was made 
in the 20 other wards, and the com- 
mitteemen of those wards, Reed 
supporters, put through the choice 
of Reed delegates without opposi- 
tion. 

Women Join in the Fray. 

In the meetings in contested 
wards, the presence of women did 
not seem to mitigate the violence 
of the strife: in fact, some of the 
women were among the most vo- 
ciferous of the cgntenders. The 
system of meetings in small halls, 
as a means of obtaining the ex- 
pression of the voters of the ward, 
was shown to have its faults, no 
less than the primary system. 

Leading Reed and _ anti-Reed 
workers clashed in the Twenty- 
eighth Ward convention, held in 
St. Barbara’s Hall, Minerva and 
Hamilton avenues, which sp]it and 
chose two sets of 16 delegates. af- 
ter scenes of stormy contention. 

The endeavor to elect a chair- 
man split the meeting. A. L. Ol- 
iver, a Reed supporter, was tem- 
porary chairman, and in taking a 
vote on a motion to make him per- 
manent chairman, he called on the 
Reed following to stand on one 
side of the room, and “those who 
are for McAdoo” on the other. 

This way of putting the matter 
brought a protest from Thomas C. 
Hennings and Joseph T, Davis, 
leading the anti-Reed forces. Oli- 
ver refused to put the matter dif- 
ferently, but he named former 
Judge Hennings as one of two tel- 
tels to count the two sides. 

“Repeating” Charged by Tellers. 

The count got nowhere, as with 
more than 600 persons packed into 
the room, there was constant mov- 
ing about, and both tellers gaia 
there was “repeating.” The anti- 
Reed side charged that many of 
the Reed supporters present were 
from other wards, and that others 
were under voting age.

er whose horse suddenly swerved 
in front of him. He died in Fifth 
Avenue Hospital a few minutes

Resided Alone at Hotel. 

Smith was living alone at the 
Hotel Plaza. His wife is said to be 
in California and a son, Emory, 
who also was reported living in a 
ther’s death and called at the hos- 
hotel here, was notified of his fa- 
pital. 

Smith’s home, when his family 
were all here and living together, 
was at Orchard Hill Farm, just 
north of White Plains. He was 62 
years old. 

Modest and unassuming in pri- 
vate life, as in his railroad career, 
Smith frequently passed unnoticed 
among less distinguished guests at 
the Plaza. He spent much time 
in the privacy of his own apart- 
nient. 

His tragic death removes at the 
height of his career one of the 
most romantic figures in an indus- 
try abounding with romance, and 
linked indirsolubly with the fa- 
miliar story of the awards that 
await the poor boy of America, 
who, with eyes fixed upon a goal, 
sets out to devote all his time and 
energy to its attainment. 

He began work at the age of 14 
as a messenger boy in the offices 
of the Lake Shore Railroad in 
Cleveland. For four years young 
Smith, who even then began to 
show signs of the vision that event- 
ually landed him in a position of 
pre-eminence among railroad ex- 
ecutives, worked in the Cleveland 
office, At the end of four years 
he was a railroad clerk. 

Went With Track Laycrs. 

Many a messenger boy, getting 
up to the heights of a clerkship, 
would have stopped satisfied. 
Young Smith, however, saw noth- 
ing but a clerk’s routine ahead and 
the prospect was not pleasing. 

He applied for and obtained a 
job with the track laying and 
bridge construction &ané. The 
work was hard and the pay small, 
but it was the only way to learn 
about railroading from the ties up 
and Smith remembered his lesso 1s. 

One of: his superiors saw his pos 
sibilities and made him superin- 
tendent of a division. Promotiosn« 
to the superintendencies of more 
Important divisions followed with 
unfailing regularity, during which

Smith earned the respect of the) 


men under him and won their a‘- 
miration as a man who “was strict 
but fair.” 

From superintendent of the 
Michigan division he was sent to 
Cleveland in 1901 and made as- 
sistant general superintendent. In 
the same year he became genera! 
superintendent of the Lake Shore 
and a year later a vice- president 
and genera) superintendent of the 
New York Central. 

In 1913 he was advanced to the 
senior vice-presidency of the New 
York Central and Jan, 1, 1914, 
when William C. Brown resigned. 
the former messenger boy was 
moved up into the presidency.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The 
provision for a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion in inqome taxes payable this

The Post-Dispatch, however, 
learned that officials of the Griese- 
dieck Brewery soon after began 
negotiations with the Government 
to make a “clean breast’ of the 
protection graft, and throw them- 
selves upon the mercy of the Gov- 
renment, which was “rattling the 
doors of the penitentiary” for 
bribery, and threatening confisca- 
tion of the brewery under penalties 
fixed for illegal sale of real beer. 


Through their attorney officials 
of the Griesedieck Brewery offered 
to make a full statement to Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Dyott, in 
charge of Volstead prosecutions in 
St. Louis and Eastern Missouri. 
Dyott was indecisive. After a few 
days one of the brewery’'s attorneys 
hastened to Washington and began 
seeking “higher up” in the Govern- 
ment in an effort to get an instruc- 
tion to Dyott to hear the brewery’s 
full statement, or confession. 

This attorney returned empty- 
handed. Immediately a prominent 
Mossouri politician, who formerly 
held an important Government 
post, hastened to Washington, and 
last Friday afternoon Mrs. Mabel 
W. Willebrandt, the Assistant At- 
torney-General at Washington in 
charge / of liquor prosecution 
throughout the nation, telegraphed 
instructions to St. Louls that the 
brewer's confession should be tak- 
en by Government officials here. 
The brewer thereupon was notified, 
as were his counsel, with the result 
that the full and complete confes- 
sion, involving two State officials, 
Was in the hands of Government 
officials here last night. 

Inquiry Centers on Officials.

Progress of Inquiry Info Sale Here 
of *“Protected’’. Beer. 
Investigation into the charges of 
protection, for the making and sal>¢ 
of real beer in St. Louis, was 
ordered from Washington, and was 
carried on for six weeks before the 
raid of Feb. 21, as was told Axclus- 
ively in the Post-Dispatch on that 
day. The scene of the inquiry at 
times moved from St. Louis to 
Kansas City and Jefferson City. 
The investigators sent here wer2 
members of the intelligence unit of 
the Internal Revenue Department. 


This unit has the duty of check- 
| ing up on the personne! and activi- 
ties of the regular prohibition en- 
forcement officers. E. L. Irey Is 
'chief of the unit in Washingtor.. 
{| and David Nolan, a former S8t. 
Louis police sergeant, is local rep- 
resentative here. 

As told exclusively In the Post- 
Dispatch Feb. 21, Nolan was sum- 
moned to Washington by Irey, the 
first week in January, after it be- 
came a matter of common knowl- 
edge in St. Louis that real beer, of 
illegal alcoholic content, was being 
sold by brewers here to saloons and 
to syndicates of individual pur- 
chasers. In the saloons where the 
beer was sold, customers were told 
that they need not fear to drink it. 
as it was real beer, made in one 
of the large St. Louis breweries, 
and that it was “protected” by pay- 
ment of $1 a case, to permit 
unhampered sale. 

In the case of the sales to syndi- 
cates, delivery was made, usually 
in 100-case lots, at the home of 
some individual, who: would appor- 
tion the beer to others and arrangy 
for transporting it to their homes. 

Negotiations’ by Phone. 

When Nolan returned to Sst. 
Louis he was accompanied by five 
special agents, not known here. 
One of these investigators soon 
learned the method pursued by the 
Griesedieck Brewery in its ar- 
rangements for “protection.” The 
investigator got his first informa- 
tion through overhearing a conver- 
sation of prominent politicians i.. 
a hotel lobb*®. 

The investigators learned that 
the brewers’ negotiations for “‘pro- 
‘tection’ were carried on by tele- 
| phone, and that two _ telephony 
numbers, one in Kansas City and 
one in Jefferson City, were called 
by the brewers, in the course of 
these negotiations. 

At that time, the Gricsedieci of- 
ficials were protesting against the 
price of $1 a case for “protection” 
as being too high. They said it 
did not leave them a fair profit 
on their product, which, with few 
exceptions, was bringing them $4 
'g@ case from the retailers. A case, 
of 24 pint bottles, retailed usually 
at 60 cents a bottle, or $12, making 
the retailer’s profit $8 a case. 

The investigators learned that 
one of the brewers wag instructed 
to call the Kansas City telephone 
number on Jan. 14, or to call the 
Jefferson City number on the fol- 
lowing day, Jan. 15. Nolan and 
three of the investigators went to 
Kangas City on Jan. 13, to watch 
that end of the negotiations. 

Before they left, Nolan learned 
on Jan. 12, that the local Federa!] 
enforcement agents were to raid 
two saloons selling the beer of the 
brewer who had made the chief 
complaint against. the price 
charged for “protection.”’ The 
raids were made that day, and 
were at the saloons of “Buck.” 
Keenan, $ North Seventh street, 
and Joe Parisi, Grand Woulevard 
and Hebert street.

And so it happened, during the winter, that 
many a strapping youth and strdng-limbed 
girl suffered the humiliation of a losing fight, 
to the point of incapacitation and isolation 
and the undesired solicitude of the medica] 
staff, with measles. 

It was not easy to impress them with the 
fact that measles, after all, is a dangerous 
disease, leaving impairments of eye, ear, nose 
or throat, or leading on to bronchial pneu- 
monia and death. They submitted to the nec- 
essary treatment with poor grace and clam- 
ored for release from health restrictions. 

Dr. Robert H. Cowley, for many years head 
physician of the college, pondered the serum 
possibilities of the unique measles situation. 
Five years ago he and his assistants were 
at death grips with cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
About 35 of the students were stricken witb 
the @read disease and 20 of the cases were ex- 
ceedingly serious. Serum was used on a 
greater scale than ever before and there were 
no deaths from the malady, although two 
died from after complications. After that he 
had been, more than ever, interested in the 
serum treatment for various diseases.

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From such cabin homes as roa 
difficulty was to get the required blood from 
the rare adult measles convalescents free 
from tubercular and venereal taint. Dr. Cow- 
ley’s letter, the communication said, had been 
turned over to the research department of 
the New York City Board of Health. 

That was how the New York Board of 
Health learned that down here where the 
Cumberlands raise their frowning front from 
Silver Creek Valley «at the edge of 
the bluegrass plain there was abundance of 
the blood that was sorely needed, pure blood 
except for the measles constituent needed for 
a serum to immunize children or so modify 
the infection as to avert sequelae. 

It was good news for the research men of 
the Board of Health and for the children of 


New York. It was such good news that a tele- 
gram was sent that day to Dr. Cowley appris- 
ing him that a man was on the way, who 
would take from the Berea students all the 
blood that they were willing to give. 

Next morning Dr. Cowley went to chapel 
and at the close of the exercises he told the 
etudents what he had done and that, as a re- 
sult, a man was coming ffom New York, as 
fast as he could come, for blood.

rum. For as yet the demonstrated results 
are confined to a comparatively ifinited field. 
It is known that six cubic centimeters of se- 
rum will immunize, but only for four weeks, 
necessitating, if immunity is to be main- 
tained, repeated use of the serum at intervals 
of four weeks, a burdensome and imprac- 
tical routine. To avoid this it is the practice 
to administer three cubic centimeters, which 
does not immunize, but so modifies the dis- 
ease, if infection oecurs, as to avert prob- 
ably fatal broncho-pneumonia or middle-ear 
trouble or other impairment. The light at- 
tack, however, under the modification exer- 
cised by the serum, immunizes from subse- 
quent attacks, 


Berea’s “Changeless Task” 


One of the things not established ts the 
length of time after recovery that,the blood 
of an adult convalescent remains potent for 
serum purposes. Usually, where biood has 
been obtained, it has not been feasible to 
keep the subject under observation with a 
view to determining the period of potency. 
Now, however, it is planned to make later 
tests of the blood of the students, which are 
expected to clear up this uncertainty and it is 
noped that the results will remove some of the

BOUT midnight on Tuesday, Jan. 25, 1876, 
five masked men entered the house of 
John Whittelsey, in , Northampton, 
Mass. Mr. Whittetsey was the cashier 
of the Northampton National Bank, and 
was known to have in his possession the 
- “keys of the bank building and the com- 
bihation to the bank vault. The five men entered 
the house noiselessly, with the aid of false keys, pre- 
viously prepared. Passing upstairs to the sleeping 
apartments, they overpowered seven inmates of the 
house, gagging and binding them so that resistance 
or alarm was impossible. These were Mr. Whittel- 
sey, his wife, Mr. and Mrs. T. B. Cutler. Miss Mattie 

White. Miss Benton and a servant gir}. 

The bedroom of Mr. and Mrs. Whittelsey was en- 
tered by two men who seemed to be ieaders of the 
band. One wore a long linen duster buttoned 
nearly to the knees, also gloves and overshées; the 
other wore a jacket and overalls. Both men had 
thei concealed behind masks, and one of 
them carried a lark lantern. On entering the room 
the two men went directly to the bed. one standing 
on either side and handenffed Mr. Whittelsey and 
his Both carried revolvers. The proceedings 
were much the same in the other rooms. 

After some delay and whispered consultation, the 
robbers ordered ‘.e five women to get up and dress. 
When they had ‘one so, they were roped together 
by ankles and wrists, and taken into a small room 
where they were kept under guard by one of the 
band. Mr. Cutler also was imprisoned in the same 
way. Then the two leaders devoted themselves to 
Mir. Whittelsey. They told him plainly that they 
had come for the keys of the bank and the com bina- 
tion of the vault, and that they would “make it hot”’ 
for him unless he gave them what they wanted. Mr. 
Whittelsey replied that it was useless to attempt to 
break into the bank, as the locks were tog strong 
for their efforts. and he would not betray his trust. 
At this the man in the linen duster Shrugged his 
shoulders and said they would see about that. 

Whittelsey was then taken downstairs, and 
avain summoned to surrender the keys. Again he 
retused, At this the man in the overalls put his 
hand in the cashier's trousers pocket and drew forth 
a key.

“Yes, it is,” answered the cashier, hoping to gain 
time, 

“You lie,” said the robber, with a threatening 
gesture, at the same time trying the key in the 
lock of the front door, which it turned.

Mr. Pinkerton regarded this as merely a coincidence, 
but now the memory came to him as a flash of in- 
spiration. that the man who had remarked the simi- 
larity in-the air pump represented the same com- 
pany that employed Evans. 

In view of all the circum#tances, it was decided to 
put Evans under the closest questioning. He did not 
deny that he had made unusual efforts to effect the 
return of the securities, but professed that it was be- 
cause he was sincerely sorry for the many people 
who had been ruined through the robbery. And he 
professed to believe, also, that he had been unjustly 
treated in the affair, though just how, and by whom. 
he would not say. To the detective’s trained ob- 
servation it was apparent that he was worried and 
apprehensive and not at all sure of himself. 

In November, George H. Bangs, superintendent of 
the Pinkerton agency. a2 Man possessed of very re- 
markable skill in eliciting confessions from suspect- 
ed persons, had an interview with Evans. He pro- 
fessed to Evans that the detectives had secured evi- 
dence that practically cleared up the whole mystery; 
that they knew (whereas they still only surmised) 
that the robbery had been committed by the Dun- 
lap and Scott gang, and that Evans was a confed- 
erate: that for weeks they Jad been shadowing 
Seott and Dunlap (which was true), and cenuld ar- 
rest them at any moment; that there was no doubt 
that the gang had been trying to play Evans false 
(a very shrewd guess), and would sacrifice him 
without the slightest compunction: and. finally. that 
there was open to Evans one of two courses—either 
to suffer arrest on a charge of bank robbery. with 
the prospect of 20 years in prison, or save himself, 
and at the same time earn a substantia! money re-. 
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ward, by making "a’ clean confession of his connec- 
tion with the crime. All this, delivered with an air 
of completed certainty, was more than Evans could 
stand up against. He broke down completely and 


‘told all he knew. 


The story told by Evans is one of the most re- 
markable in the history of crime. He admitted thd 
correctness of Robert Pinkerton’s inference that 
the Northampton bank had been robbed by Scott 
and Dunlap and their associates, and in order to ex- 
plain his own connection with this formidable gang 
he went back to its organization four years before. 
The leader of the gang was James Dunlap, alias 
James Barton, who, before he became a bank rob- 
ber, had been a brakeman-on the Chicago, Alton & 
St. Louis Railroad. His inborn criminal! instincts 
led him to frequent the resort of thieves in Chi- 
cago, and thus he met “Johnny” Lamb and a man 
named Perry, who took a liking to him and taught 
him all they knew about breaking safes. 

Dunlap soon outstripped his masters, developing 
a genius for robbery and for organization that speed- 
ily proved him-the most formidable of all the bank 
robbers then operating in the country. not even 
excepting “Jimmy” Hope, the notorious Manhattan 
bank robber. He had the long-headedness and stub- 
bornness of his Scotch parents, united with the dar- 
ing and ingenuity peculiar to Americans, and he had 
organized the most dangerous and best-equipped 
vang of bank robbers that the country had ever 
known. 

Dunlap’s right-hand man was Robert C. Scott, 
alias “‘Hustling Bob,” originally a deckhand on @ 
Mississippi steamboat and afterward «u hotel thief, 
Bott was a big, powerful man, with a determina- 
tion equal to anything. Their associates were what 
one might expect from these two. Other members 
of the gang were Thomas Doty, William Conroy, 
“Eddie” Goody, John Perry, James Green, a profes- 
sional burglar originally from Canada, and the no- 
torions John Leary, alias “‘Red’’ Leary, of whom 
more will be said later on. In addition to these, the 
gang contained several members of less importance, 
nen who acted merely as lookouts, or as go-betweeng 
or messengers. 

The first large operation of Dunlap’s band was 
the plundering of the Falls City Bank in Louisville, 
Ky., of about $200,000, escaping with their booty. 
This was satisfactory as a beginning, but Dunlap 
and Scott dreamed of achievement beside which this 
was insignificant. They began a careful investiga- 
tion through many states, to learn of banks of weak 
structure containing large treasure. One of the gang 


finally found precisely what they were in search of - 


in the Second National Bank of Elmira, N. Y., which 
institution, being. a Government depository, con- 
tained, as they learned on good authority, $200,000 
in greenbacks and six millions in bonds. 

A survey of the premises satisfied the gang that, 
massive though it appeared, with its ponderous iron 
walls and complicated locks, the vault of this bank 
was by no means impossible of access. The floor 
above the bank was occupied by the Young Men's 
Christian Association, one of the association’s rooms 
being directly over the vault. There was the floor 
between, and under that four feet of solid masonry, 
some of the stones in it weighing a ton. And ander 
the masonry was a layer of railroad iron, resting on 
a plate of hardened steel an inch and a half thiek 
All this. however, so far from diseouraging the con- 
spirators, gave them greater confidence In the suc- 
cess of their plan. once under way, since the very 
security of the vanlt, by structure,-from overhead 
attack lessened the strictness of the surveillance 
Indeed. the most serious difficulty, in the estima 
tion of the robbers, was to gain easy and unsuspected 
admission to the quarters of the Young Men’s Chris 
tian Association, on the second floor. The secretary, 
a very prudent man, had put on the outside door of 
the association rooms an improved Yale lock, which 
was then new upon the market and ofiered unusua! 
obstacles to the lock picker. Neither Danlap, Scott 
nor any of their associates had skill enough to open 
this lock without breaking it, which would, of 
course. have been fatal to their plan. For days, 
therefore, after all the other details of the robbery 
had been arranged, the whole scheme seemed to be 
blocked by a troublesome lock on an ordinary wood- 
en door. 

So serious a matter did this finally become that 
Seott and Dunlap went to the length of breaking into 
the secretary’s house at night, and searching his 
pockets, in the hope of finding the kevs and getting 
an impression of them. But here, again, the secre 
tary had taken precautions that defeated their pur- 
pose, for he had hidden the keys under a carpet 
where the robbers never thought of lookimg ‘or 
them. Disappointed in their seareh they went away, 
making no aftempt to carry off anything. a bit of ‘for 
bearance which caused the excellent secretary mn: nh 
wonder the next morning, when he found that noth- 
ing was missing. although there were plain traces 
of intruders. 

The Yale lock still continuing an insdluble diffi- 
enity. Perry finally made a journey to New York 
in the hope of finding some device by whieh to open 
it. There. #e the course of his search. and in a 
curious way, he made the acquajntance of Evans,

Will you reach the 
Psalmist’s traditional three 
score and ten? Or if you 
have already got there, wil) 
you live to be so old that 
when you tell your age to an insurance 
actuary he will look at you with an 
amused smile and say: “Why, man, 
you're off my books. You died = six 
months ago.” 

-~New amd recent researches im that 
most fascinating and vital study which 
has to do with the expectancy and pos- 
sible extension of life hare -evrolved 
many interesting facts and theories, one 
of the facts being that in the last 20 
years there has been an addition of about 
12 years to the averaze man’s expectancy 
of life. This, as will be explained, does 
not mean that every person will have 12 
years added to his life. The statistician 
has struck ap average. The individual's 
hope of realizins on the added 12 years 
of life depends on how nearly he ap- 
proaches the average in respect of oc- 
cupational risks, present health and mode 
of life. 

The fact remains that, despite all mod- 
ern researches, the Psalmist’s three seore 
and ten is still accepted, even hy the 
medical profession as the traditiona! limit 
and that. in the view of all thoroughly 
trained life imsuramce men, any person 
who lives beyond $5 or at most $6 vears 
doesn't Know the first principles of right 
dying. No use to expect insurance men 
to come to your ninety-seventh birthday 
party. They will insist that rou are 
dead and the only dead men who can 
have successful birthday parties are 
Washington and Lincoln. 

Insurance practice and medical re 
search have shown that in the Unitea 
States the expectation of life is 51 years. 
but those who reach the age of 56 have a 
further expectation of 206 years. A man 
is supposed to be in full health and rigor 
in the so-called “health span” between 
the ages of 20 and 31. In this period he can tackle 
anything in the way of sport or work. confident in 
his physical reserves. 


And yet, unlesa the reserves of energy have been 
too lavishly drawn upon, the man of 21 still has a 
long period of life expectancy if he is not in a haz- 
ardous occupation and watches his step when he is 
passing over the dangerous grade crossings of life 
at the ages of 40 and 50. Im the United States his 
expectancy of long life will be below the average if 
he is a stomecutter, an army or navy officer, an 
actor, a railroad engineer or fireman. a glass work- 
eT, a city fireman or a bootlegger. But if he is a 
blacksmith he has an excellent chance of living to 
sing the amvil chorus to his great-grandchil- 
dren. 

In Engiamd he will have the best chance if he is 
a clergyman, Cardener, nurseryman or a tallow, 
soap or giue manufacturer. Give manufacturers 
, stick around” longest of all. At the other end of 
the scale, with 50 per cent less than the “average 
life expectancy are tin workers, file makers. eoster- 
mcneers and street hawkers. ;

etc., is more apt to cut down your life than lengthen 
it, because as it is well known, most of us weak ha- 
man beings have only got to read about the symp 
toms of some dread disease, and we immediately 
immagine the corresponding feelings in our own 
bodies. 

“The first suggestion as to long life, therefore, 
would be that unless you have some very distressing 
present affliction which -your common sense tells 
you you cannot ignore, forget about rourself, go 
along in the ordinary course of 
your way, and have your doctor 
look you over once in a while to 
see that all goes weil. 

' “A great many statistics are 
published from time to time 
showing the rates of mortality 
experienced in certain occupa- 
tions, and among certain groups 
of people. married, single, ab 
stainers, monabstainers, people 
who have a peor family history. 
peopie who hare bad hearts, and 
in general all sorts and condi- 
tions of men. It need not neces- 
sarily be a discouraging feature 
to find ome’s self in a group 
where the te of mortality is 
high. Life imsurance companies 
who are constantly investigating 
experience of various groups of 
life deal in groups and not in in- 
dividuals, and while they may 
‘find, and do find, for example, 
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and family history of insured lives 
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who survive the perils of childhood and 
early adult life may look forward with 
reasonable confidence to living to the 
seventieth year or somewhat beyond.” 

‘Hritish medical and insurance men 
also have been devoting considerable 
time and energy to life expectancy and 
life extension. One of these experts, in 
an article written for a recent issue of a 
London weekly, recorded these interest- 
ing conclusions as to the life expectancy 
of men and women, married persons, 
hachelors and spinsters: 

‘Last year, in England and Wales, 1% 
men died out of every 1000 persons in 
the country. The number of women was 
only 11. 

“Nowadays women are getting more 
exercise and are learning more about 
the rules of health. Consequently wom- 
an’s chances of a long life are increasing 
faster than man’s—-for he is still com- 
pelled to ‘brave the elements’ on days 
when she may stay at home. 

“Perhaps for that reason it is safer to 
be a married than an unmarried woman. 
Marriage and motherhood, of course, 
have their own risks. But these are be- 
coming much smaller than they used to 
be, thanks to more careful medical atten- 
tion. On the other hand. a married wom- 
an lives at home, her work is indoors, 
and she has a husband ‘o provide for 
her. 

“Most unmarried girls are compelled 
to go out to work. just as aen are. 
They therefore share the dangers of 
bronchitis and pneumonia. 

AUnmarried girls. too, often eat toe 
little food, or content themselves with 
food which is not sufficiently nourish- 
ing. It is a curious but well-known fact 
__which I have verified for myself again 
and again—that the presence of a man 
in the house is necessary to make women 
eat proper meals. The married woman

IR FRANCIS DRAKE, the famous explorer 

and Admiral of the sixteenth century, who 

calmfy insisted upon finishing his game of 

bowls before going: forth to smash the “In- 

vincible Armada” of Spain, was the first 

Englishman to sail a ship arcund the world. 

That great voyage, at the end of which 

Queen Elizabeth herself went aboard Drake’s ship, 

the Golden Hind, and knighted him, occurred almost 

three and one-half centuries ago. Now it looks 

as if Maj. Frederick L. Martin, U. S. Army, would 

be the first man of any nationality to command a 
clobe-encircling squadron of airplanes. 

It is the most audacious thing yet attempted in 
the history of aviation, notwithstanding the series 
of sensational aerial exploits Which have 
crowded into barely more than 20 years. To wing 
their way across the Atlantic is but an incident of 
the program. Measuring the distances by those 
straight Hines on which, tradition has it, the crow 
flies, the route totals 25,550 statute miles. 

Of course, they actually will travel more miles 
than that. The total has been estimated at 39,000 
miles. There are winds and storms to be reckoned 
with, the chance of getting off the proper course, 
to one side or the other, and the likelihood that un- 
foreseen events may now and then require them to

British, French and other energetic races have 
coveted the distinction of ‘conquering all the hazards 
involved in going clear around the world by air- 
plane, the twentieth century’s most important me- 
chanical triumph. And their fliers have displayed 
wonderful courage and skill, in smaller undertakings. 
But for a pioneer airplane cruise around the world, 
apparently the air service of the U. S. Army is nec- 
essary. 

As these words are written, March 21 has been 
tentatively set for the date of departure, but with 
the understanding that it might be made a few days 
later. The four planes will proceed from Los An- 
geles to Seattle, but the route of the historic trip 


officially begins at Seattle, and it will end there, too,. 


if suecessful. 

The squadron will consist of four planes, one pilot- 
ed by Maj. Martin, the others by Lieut. Lowell H. 
Smith, Lieut. Leigh Wade and Lieut. Erik Nelson. 
All these officers have extraordinarily fine records 
in the air service. With each will go a noncommis- 
sioned officer as mechanician and assistant. The 
plan is for the four planes to keep together through- 
out the voyage. 

St. Louis and adjacent territory should feel more 
than ordinary interest in what really is a path- 
finding cruise from the fact that Maj. Martin’ re- 
cently completed two years’ service as commanding 
officer of the air service’s technical school at Cha- 
nute Field, Rantoul, Ill. All the officers designated 
for the proposed flight around the world were or- 
dered, early in January, to Langley Field, Va., for 
a special course of training. 

The coupling of Maj. Martin’s name with that of 
the celebrated Admiral Drake suggested itself as 
soon as the commander of the squadron had been 
chosen. Although Drake’s circumnavigation of the 
world had been preceded some 60 years by one of 
the ships which sailed from Spain, commanded by 
the\Portuguese-born Magellan and under the pat- 
ronage of King Charles V of Spain (Magellan was 
slain during the voyage by natives of the Philippine 
Islands), English-speaking people are apt to think 
of Drake as the mariner who deserves the honor. 

: Perhaps this is because he was such a redoubtable 
fighter of England’s foes, in both the New World 
and the Old.

sary. This wide margin of safety is designed to 
cope with unforeseen events—2as, for example, the 
possibility of the squadron’s getting off the course 
and needing time to search for a good landing place. 


For months the War Department has been making 
preparations to insure the safety of the fliers. Just 
as little as possible is being left to chance. The en- 
tire route has been separated into six divisions, and 
each division has been covered by one Or more army 
officers, going in advance. 

These officers obtained detailed information on 
landing and seaplane facilities, transportation, air- 
ways, meteorological and climatic conditions, ete., 
and made arrangements for the passage of the squad- 
ron through the territory to which each officer was 
assigned. Supplies were shipped from the United 
States to various points on the route, several months 
in advance of the flight, and other supplies were pur- 
chased abroad. c 

There is a carefully arranged system of main sup- 
ply depots and minor depots, Gasoline, oil and 
smaller articles of supply have been, or will be, 
placed at practically all the scheduled stops.

An address broadcast recently from Station .K S D 
which probably put seme new idcas igto the minds 
of a -ood many people, especially children, was on 
the subject of “Weeds Used in Medicine.” The 
speaker was Oliver S. Ledman, a St. Louis chemist. 
Ordinarily, ‘‘weed”’’ is a word applicd to undesired 
and supposedly: worthless plants, but Mr. Ledman 
gave a new definition. Then he called attention to 
the valuable properties and marketing possibilities 
of numerous ‘‘weeds’’ which grow in the vicinity of 
St. Louis. The address was so interesting that it is 
printed here.

HOSE vegetable drugs known commer- 
cially as botanical crude drugs com- 
prise a list of more than 800 roots, 
barks, leaves, seeds, flowers, gums and 
whole herbs. They come from every 
known quarter of the globe and find a 
wide range of usefulness in medicine 
as well as in the industries. 

Staggering quantities of these roots, barks, leaves, 
etc., are gathered in the United States, bit by bit, 
mostly in rural communities, and eventually find 
their way into the manufacturing centers. where 
they are prepared for 
Sale across the drug- 
gist’s counter or pre- 
seribed by the physician 
at the beside of the 
sick. 

Many of those almost 
intolerable pests called 
‘“‘weeds’’ may be cura- 
tive or palliative when 
exhibited to the human 
economy. 

To formulate a definf 
tion for a weed presents 
some difficulties, but it 
seems to resolve itself 
into a plant growing in 
the wrong place. There- 
fore. a weed of today 
mav become an aristo 
crat of tomorrow. 

[et cite an exam 
ple or two. Do you re- 
member that beautiful 
two-lipped pink flower 
you have seen growing 
in the thin timber on 
some barren hillside? 
And when you crush the plant it gives off a rather 
aromatic odor? This is one of the monardas. Consid- 
erable attention has lately been bestowed on this 
plant as a possible source of a definite element user! 
in the treatment of the dreaded hookworm disease. 

Then there is that old-time, noxious, foul-smell- 
ing plant popularly known as vermifuge, or worm- 
seed. Some of you may remember its taste from 
more youthful days with a not unmixed joy. Today 
it enjoys an unchallenged standing in the aristo- 
cratic class. The greater portiop of the oil from 
this plant, to which it owes its action, has been pro- 
duced for years in the vicinity of the city of Balti- 
more, Md., but now efforts are being made to ex- 
tend its cultivation into some (f the Western states

It has already been an- 
nounced that chemists have learned of

I wonder 
which one of our friendly neighbors will 
bid for the popularity that is sure to 
foliow the discovery of insulin in work- 
able quantities in the vegetable king- 
dom. 

I believe that, as a rule, the weed 
has more interest for the farmer, gardener and 
orehardist than for any other clags of our citizens, 
because it gives them the most annoyance. To most 
of them the names and uses are unknown, and they 
are, therefore, unable to turn the weeds to any 
profit. A great many weeds might be forced to 
pay for their reaping. 

Most every person knows the pokeberry. Both the 
root and berry in dried form find a ready market.

night Seott and Dunlap were able to

' plish this the robbers used, for the first 
| time in the history of safe-wrecking in 
| America. what is known as the air- 
| pump method. which had been devised 
‘by Evans and carefully explained by 
‘him to Scott and Dunlap. As a first 
‘step, all the seams of the safes formed 


| by the doors were carefully puttied up, 
| save two small holes, ome at the top and 


ene at the bottom. Then, at the upper 
‘hole. Seott held a funne! filled with fine 
|'pewder, while Dunlap applied the air 
| pump at the hole below. By the draft 
l+nus ereated the powder was drawn 
| into all the interstices between the 
| heavy. doors and the frames of the safes. 
'Then a little pistol, loaded simply with 
powder. was attached near the upper 
‘hole. and. by a string tied to the trig- 
‘cer. discharged from a safe distance 


; fabere. The safes were blown open and 


‘their cont-nts secured, the robbers mak- 
‘ing good their escape with $126,000 in 


|money and agpout $700,000 dollars in 


|bonds. No part of this money was ever 
recovered by the bank, nor were any 


j' of the gang captured at this time. The 
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‘securities were, however, afterward sold 
back to the bank. Indeed. so cleverly 
had the whole affair been managed that 
no suspicion fell upon Scott, Dunlap or 
any of their associates. 

By fall thelr money besan to run 
short. and ther decided to look about 
,for another job. In the Quincy robbery 
‘they had broken their agreement with 
'Evans, paying him only a small sum 
“for the use of the air pump which he 
-bad furnished them. Now, however, 
| they called upon him again, and, partly 
‘by threats, partly by generous offers, 
‘induced him to assist them again. A 
iseries of unsuccessful attempts at rob- 
bery were made on banks in Saratoga, 
| Nantucket, Covington, Ky., and Rock- 
| ville, Conn. In several instances failure 
came at the very time — 


eemed sure. 

The gang's most_desvte adven- 

ure befell 4h connection with the at- 
tempt on’ the First National Bank of 


‘| Pittston/Ba. The bank occupied a one- 


'story building covered with a tin roof, 
-amd the robbers decided to make the at- 
tack from the roof. But there was a 
serious difficulty in the fact that im case 
of rain coming at any time after they 
_had begun operations, water might soak 
|}through the openings they had made 
‘and betray them. Dunilap’s ingenuity, 
however, was equal to this emergency; 
and each sight, after finishing their 
excavation. they carefully relaid the 
sheets of tin that had been disturbed, 
protecting the joints with red patty, 
‘which matched the roof in color. Se 
well did they put on this putty that, al- 
though it rained heavily the very day 
(after they began. not a drop leaked 


? 


tore apart pla of welded steel and, 
shook the whole building. Worse than 
the shock of these explosions were the 
noxious gases generated by them, which 
Scott and Dunlap had to breathe. On 
coming out, their clothes were wring- 
ing wet with perspiration, and they 
were so weak that their legs tottered 
under them, and their comrades had to 
almost carry them for a time. But, 
nevertheless, they managed to walk 30 
miles that night, to Lehigh, where they 
boarded a train to New York. 

It was on this occasion tRat there was 
left behind in the vault the air pump 
which Robert Pinkerton afterward re- 
called so shrewdly to Evans’ disadvan- 
tage. 

Coming. in his cgnfession, to the 
Northampton bank robbery, Evans said 
that the gang considered making an 
attempt there for several months be- 
fore the robbery was actually executed. 
For a time they had designed to rob the 
First Nationa] Bank, where Evans had 
been employed to put in new doors, bat 
this scheme they afterwards abandoned. 
Enjoying the fullest confidence of the 
Northampton bank officers, Evans had 
made repeated visits to the bank and 
gained important information for his 
associates. It was through his infiu- 
ence that the bank directors decided to 
give the whole combination of the vault 
to the cashier, Whittelsey, who had pre- 
viously been intrusted with only half of 
it, the-remainder being given to one of 
the clerks. « 

On the night of the robbery Evans 
was in New York, but he had gone to 
Northampton a day or two after, as 
already stated. Then, for the first fime, 
he realized what immense wrong and 
suffering would be inflicted upon in- 
nocent people by the robbers, and he 
said it was this that had prompted him 
in his efforts to have the securities re- 
stored to the owners. 

Returning to New York, he at once 
eommunicated with Scott and Dunlap 
by means of Herald personals, d had 
several interviews with them in the 
city during the month of February. 
While ther were anxious to dispose of 
the securities, tt was plain from the 
first that they distruste¢c Evans and 
proposed to lessen his share of the 
rrofits. While pretending to gpprore 
the steps he was taking for a compro- 
mise with the bank, they were really, 
without his knowledge, carrying on 
secret negotiations with the same ,ob- 
ject. The suspicion on either side grew 
until finaHy it could no longer be con- 
cealed. Meeting Scott in Prospect Part 
some time after the robbery, Evans 
said: “When are you going to settie 
end give me my share?” 

“You'll never get a cent,” answered 
Scott; “you've given the whole gang 
avary. 

For some time ther did not meet 
again. Evans continued his vain efforts 
for a settlement. growing more and 
more anxious as the months went by

Evans said that for several weeks 
preceding the Northampton robbery the 
gang had concealed themselves in the 
attic of aschoolhouse which stood 
four or five rods from the highway and 
apart from other houses. His statement 
was substantiated by the discovery in 
this attic, after the robbery, of blankets, 
satchels, ropes, bits, pulleys and pro- 
visions, including a bottle of whisky 
bearing the label of a New-York firm. 

After the vault had been rifled. the 
money and securities were placed in a 
bag and a pillowcase and carried to the 
schoothouse, where they were stowed 
away in places of concealment that had 
been previously prepared. One of these 
was underneath the platform where the 
teacher’s desk stood. Another was a 
recess made behind a »b 
which was taken off for the purpose and 
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} ing to over a million dollars, lay unsus- 
pected in the schoolhouse, the teacher 
walking over a part of it, the children 
working out their sums on the black- 
board which concealed another part. It 
was left there so long because the rob- 
bers were unable to return for it, owing 
to the strict watch for strangers that 
was kept at the railway station and 
along all the roads. Finally Scott 
bought a team of horses for $900 and, 
with Jim Brady, drove over to North- 
ampton from Springfield. They secured 
the booty and got away. 

After hearing Evans’ story, the ques- 
tion foremost in Mr. Pinkerton’s mind 
was where the stolen securities had 
been concealed. From what Evans 
gaid, and from what he himself knew 
about the methods of the gang, he was 
satisfied that Dunlap possessed this 
secret, and would intrust it to no one 
unless absolutely compelled to do so. 
The likeliest way of compelling him was 
to put him under arrest, which might 
very well be done, now that Evans had 
consented to turn State’s evidence. For 
weeks Pinkerton “‘shadows” had never 
been off Scott and Dunlap, who spent 
most of their time in New York, the 
former living with his wife at a fashion- 
able boarding house in Washington 
square. 

Instructions were accordingly given 
tc the shadows to close in upon them, 
and on Feb. 14 both men were arrested 
in Philadelphia, as they were on the 
point of taking a train for the South. 

Despite the large sum of securities in 
their possession, the men had run short 
of ready money, and, while awaiting a 
compromise, were starting out to com- 
mit amother robbery. They were taken 
to Northampton and committed to jail 
/to await trial. 

It happened as Mr. Pinkerton fore- 
saw. Brought into confinement, Dun- 
lap and Scott were compelled, in the 
eonduct of their affairs, to reveal the 
hiding place of the booty to some other 
member of the gang. They chose for 
their confidant “‘Red’’ Leary. The se- 
curities, as subsequently transpired, 
were at this time buried in a cellar on 
Sixth avenue, near Thirty-third street, 
New York. The precise spot was indi- 
cated to Leary by Mrs. Scott, who, in 
doing so, reminded Leary of an agree- 
ment entered into by the members of 
the gang before the robbery, that any 
of their number who might get into 
trouble could, if “he saw a necessity, 
call upon his confederates to dispose of 
all the securities on whatever terms 
were possible and usg the procveds in 
getting him and others—if others were 
in trouble also—free. At the time 
Leary scoffed at this agreement, but was 
perfectly willing, even eager, to have it 
enforced a little later, when, by the or- 


ders of Inspector Byrnes, he was him- 
self arrested on the charge of complic- 
ity in the memorable Manhattan bank 
robbery, which had occurred some time | 
before. Having failed in a purpose of | 
shadowing Leary to the place where the | 
securities were hidden, Robert Pinker- 
ton decided that the best move to make 
next would be to arrest Leary for com 
plicity in the Northampton robbery. 
Steps were taken to have requisition pa- | 
pers prepared, and ff was pending pe 


: 


arrival of these that Leary was held on 
the other charge, for it was not thought 
that he had really taken part in the 
Manhattan bank robbery. 

Leary escaped and fled to Europe, 
but was afterward arrested in Brook- 
lyn by Robert Pinkerton and three of| 
his men. He was taken immediately to| 
Northampton and put in jail there. 

Some time previous to this the Pink- 
ertons had located Conroy, who had also 
escaped from the Ludlow Street Jail, in 
Philadelphia: and immediately on the 
arrest of Leary, Robert Pinkerton sent 
one of his detectives from New York to 
Philadelphia, who was fortunate enough 
to arrest Conroy at one of his resorts on 
the same night, and he was also deliv- 
éred in jail at Northampton. 

Some months previous to this the 
Pinkertons had also arrested Thomas 
Doty, another member of the band, and 
lodged him in the Northampton Jail. 

In the meantime, Scott and Dunlap, 
now in State prison, had made a con- 
fession as against Leary, the holder of 
the gecurities; and when Leary was 
brought to Northampton they wrote 
him a letter, notifying him that unless 
the securities were handed over to their 
proper owners, they would take the wit- 
ness stand against him and convict him, 
but if he did turn over the necessary 
securities they would refuse to take the 
stand. This resulted in the recovery 
by the Northampton bank of nearly all 
the securities stolen from the bank. — 

After the securities were returned, | 
Scott and Dunlap refusing to take the) 
stand against Leary and Doty, the au-| 
thorities were eventually cbliged to re- 
lease them, as Evans had also refused 
to take the stand against them. | 

Scott and Dunlap were sentenced to, 
20 years each in State prison. Scott! 
died there and Dunlap was pardoned | 
several years later and went to live in| 
a Western city, a reformed man. |
